The scope of your FOIA request was modified via phone call on July 18, 2019, to exclude
resumes contained in Item 3 above.

Your request was submitted on March 22, 2019, received by this office on April 24,2019
and assigned file number DON-NAVY-2019-005119.

We have identified 9 records that are responsive to your request. The Navy is providing
these releasable records to you via FOIA online. Please note that 4 of these records contain
certain matters of national defense or foreign policy documents or personal information affecting
an individual’s privacy and are exempt from disclosure under Exemptions 1 and 6 of FOIA [5
U.S.C § 552(b)(1) and 5 U.S.C § 552(b)(6)]. Such pages have been removed from the released
files, and the specific FOIA exemptions are noted accordingly.

Please be advised that fees associated with the processing of your request are waived in this
instance.

In view of the above, you may consider this to be an adverse determination that may be
appealed. Since you have created an account in FOIA online, you may submit an appeal directly

information from your request will be duplicated for you, and then you can type in the basis of
your appeal.

Please be advised that a
FOIA requestor has the burden of proving timely submission of an appeal. Additionally, you
must include in your appeal a statement indicating why you believe your appeal should be
granted, and you are encouraged to also include a copy of your initial request and a copy of this
letter.
